IN AIR CURRENTS 


Observatipns Have Shown That Irri- 


gation Has Little Effect on Con- 


ditions of the Air. 


"Irrigation has little to do with the 


humidity readings in any section," it 
is declared liy .1. H. Gordon, observer 
of tin; Anx'iiia division' of the weath- 
er Imreau. Any rise of humidity read- 
ings in the Phoenix station is due. he 
states. siui|)l.v 
K> :uc-rease of rainfall. 


During the past ten years there has 
been increase in rainfall at different 
points nyf.ginit from 11 to 29 per cent. 
Most of tlie hiir.iii.lity comes in air cur- 
rents from the Gulf of California. Yet 
the dryt's: point in Arizona is Ajo, a 
mining camp on the desert, nearest of 
all points to the gulf. Somewhat less 
dry are Yunia and Phoenix, while the 
greatest absolute content of moisture 
bj cubic, measure is in Tucson. 
While 


Phoenix is in the midst of a great ir- 
rigated valley, the influence of irriga- 
tion upon her climate Is pronounced 
immaterial.

cured by the weather bureau in study- 
ing problems of 
vaporation, in con- 


nection with the 
formation 
of 
the 


Salton sea, in 
southern 
California 


No humidity influence could be found at 
stations established around the sea. 
while at Mecca, at the date farm, the

ever registered. 


The dryest air uniformly has been 
found in the foothill region somewhat 
ibove the valleys.

fuls of butter, add two 'tab'lespoonfulh 
of flour, one teaspoonful of salt, one- 
eighth of a teaspoonful of pepper. Add 
one and one-half cupfuls of scalded 
milk and 'one-third of a cupful of soft 
bread •crumbs. 
'Cook until smooth, 


add two 'cupfuls 'of corn and the yolks 
of two 'eggs beaten well. Fold in the 
whites of 'the eggs beaten stiff and 
turn into 'a buttered baking dish and 
bake thirty minutes. 


As :fhe 'summer time and Jelly sea- 


son Approach it is well to prepare 
for 'the delicious jellies which may be 
made of fruits which lack pectin.

Stop Destructive-ness of Pest. 


Work by the Salt Lake City office of 


the bureau of entomology showed that 
best results came from spraying the al- 
falfa fields with a solution of arssenate 
of lead when the larvae of the weevil 
were doing the greatest amount of 
damage on the first crop. Demonstra- 
tions were held in various sections of 
the Great Salt Lake valley in co- 
operation with the county agricultural 
agents. During 1919 this work was ex- 
tended and the demonstrations carried 
forward by the county agents indicate 


by relieving their owner of the neces- 
sity of rising at daybreak to let them 
out. The. door of the henhouse is 
hinged at the top, so that it opens out- 
ward, and the lower edge catches 
against the floor, so that it cannot 
swing inward. Near the lower edge 
on the outside a cord is attached, 
which passes upward over two small 
pulleys hanging from a beam. 
The 


other end of the cord supports a tin 
can weighted with stones, so as to be 
just heavy enough to pull the door 
open and keep it so.

by the waste of women's energy here

lie knowledge. In tlie five years of tlie 
existence of the commission there have 
been 1,090 of such applications- for 
complaint made. On preliminary ex- 
amination and without publicity or 
embarrassment, 992 of these cases 
have been dismissed, 537 are still in 
the process of preliminary investiga- 
tion, and xin the remaining cases the 
commission has instituted formal pro- 
ceedings resulting in the issuance of 
formal complaints. 


Business Under a Hardship. 


It is the view of the commission that 


business is suffering under a very real 
hardship. It is the same hardship, it 
is pointed out, that President Roose- 
velt saw when he secured the creation 
of the bureau ofr corporations; it is 
the same hardship which President 
Wilson recognized when he advocated 
the broadening of the functions of the 
bureau of corporations by the creation 
of the federal «jrade commission. It is 
this: Laws made to apply to business 
are of necessity inflexible, while busi- 
ness changes day by day.
